New Delhi 1, the 28 th April 1959 

No. l-CA(7)/l/58 — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of Section 30 of the Chartered Account- 
ants Act, 1949 (Act XXXVIII of 1949), the Council of the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants of India has made the 
following amendments in the Chartered Accountants 
Regulations, 1949, the same having been previously pub- 
lished and approved by the Central Government as requir- 
ed by sub-section (3) of the said Section. 

In the said Regulations: — 

I. In sub-clause (ii) of Regulation 15A, delete the words 
“or has passed the National Diploma in Commerce Exa- 
mination held by the All India Council for Technical 
Education”. 

II. In the first proviso to Regulation 15A, for the 
words “the holders of the National Diploma in Commerce 
awarded", substitute the words “has passed the National 
Diploma in Commerce Examination held”. 

III. In sub-clause (b)(ii) of Regulation 19A, for the 
words "a holder of the National Diploma in Commerce 
awarded”, substitute the words “has passed the National 
Diploma in Commerce Examination held". 

IV. Add the following further proviso to sub-regulation 
(3) of Regulation 22, namely: — 

“Provided further that a candidate who has passed in 
one group of the final examination held under 
these Regulations or under the Auditor's Certifi- 
cate Rules, 1932 prior to 1st July 1956 but had not 
taken the final examination held in November 
1958 will be permitted to pass the other group in 
the examinations to be held in May 1959 and 
November 1959 without being required at the 
same time to sit for the group in which he has 
already passed, provided he has not appeared and 
failed in any subsequent examination in the Group 
in which he had already passed”. 

V. Substitute the existing sub-regulation (2) of Regula- 
tion 25 by the following, namely: — 

“(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
regulation (1), where a candidate applies to the 
Council for transfer of fees to the next examina- 
tion on the ground that he was prevented from 
attending an examination on account of circum- 
stances beyond his control, the Council may per- 
mit the fee paid by such a candidate to be appro- 
priated towards the fees payable for the next 
examination only. 


VI. In sub-clause (c)(i) of Regulation 35, for the words 
“a holder of the National Diploma in Commerce awarded”, 
substitute the words “has passed the National Diploma in 
Commerce Examination held”. 

VII. In sub-clause (c> (i) of clause (1A) of Regulation 
42A, for the words “a holder of the National Diploma in 
Commerce awarded”, substitute the words “has passed 
the National Diplomma in Commerce Examination held”. 

VIII. In sub-regulation (3) of Regulation 42C, substitute 
the words “Regional Council concerned” for the words 
“Coaching Board of the Council”. 

IX. In Regulation 94, substitute the word “may" for 
the word “shall" occurring for the first time and substi-, 
tute the words “at such intervals,” for the words “at least 
once a year”. 

TJE. l-CA(7)/2/58 — In pursuance of sub-regulation (2) 
of Regulation 42C of the Chartered Accountants Regula- 
tions, 1949, the Council of the Institute of Chartered Ac- 
countants of India is pleased to make the following 
amendments in the Chartered Accountants Students’ 
Association Rules. 

In the said Rules: — 

I. In Rule 2, delete clause (iv) and renumber the exist- 
ing clauses (v) and (vi) as clauses (iv) and (v) respec- 
tively. 

II. Substitute the words “Regional Council concerned” 
for the words “Coaching Board” where re r they occur in 
the Rules.

In the said Regulations: 

I. (a) At the end of the existing Regulation 44, add

0>) Number the existing Regulation 44 as modified 
above as sub-regulation (1) and add the following 
as sub-regulation (2), namely; 

“(2) A Member whoso name stands removed from 
the Register of Members on the date of election 
shall not be eligible to vote at the election not- 
withstanding the fact that his name has been 
published in the lost of voters".
